V  The  Town  Election. 

The  last  few  years  there  lias  lieen 
a  multiplicity  of  tickets*  in  the  (eld  at 
the  Spring  election.  There  is  promise 
of  tbe  usual  crop  this  year.  Wlmt  is 
the  du ty  of  the  Republican  kroter 
It  is  plainly  to  vote  the  straight  Re 
publican  ticket. 

Our  Democratic  advisers  say  tber 
-'should  be  no  National  or  State  politics 
mixtKl  up  in  town  affairs.  They  never 
give  such  advice  in  Democratic ! Town 
ships,  be  it  observed.  It  is  4  fairly 
good  rule  to  find  out  what  the  enemy 
wishes  done  and  then  do  anything  but 
that.  Therefore  no  citizens  ticket 
for  Bloomfield  Republicans  this  year. 
It  would  be  w  ell  to  bear  in  mind  that 
many  voters  cu^e  comparatively  little 
for  State  and,  National  tickets  but 
have  a  very  lively  interest  in  town 
.elections.  If  we  say  to  these,  a  Dein 
ocrat  is  as  tit  for  a  tow'll  office  as  a 
Republican,  why  should  they  npt  ap¬ 
ply  the  same  reas*  *uing  to  State  and 
National  offices.  If  the  party  o^gani 
zation  is  abandoned  in  town  elections 
it  will  be  hard  to  pull  it  tog  tlij  r  for 
future  campaigns. 

— Two  members  of  the  present  leg 
i.slature,  James  Beck  of  East  Orange, 
and  Thomas  McGowan  of  Bloomfield,' 
are  candidates  for  re  election  ty  the 
Board  of  Freeholders,  next  Tuesday. 
It  is  rumored  that  a  special  effort  will 
be  made  to  defeat  them,  not  by  the 
people  of  their  own  Townships,  but 
.  by  the  liquor  men  of  Newark :  uot  on 
^the  ground  of  incapacity,  but  because’ 
They  voted  for  the  High  License!  Bill. 
The  Newnrk  rummies  evidently  place 
no  very  high  estimate  on  the  moral 
character  of  the  "countrymen”  it  the 
Township.  The  Republican  party 
has  been  falsely  accused  of  catering 
to  the  rummies.  By  its  action  at 
Trenton  it  4has  shown  its  utter  con¬ 
tempt  and  disregard  of  them.  A 
rousing  vote  for  Messrs,  Peck  and 
McGowan  will  convince  the  rumipietf 
that  they  can  expect  little  encourage¬ 
ment  from  the  Townships,  where  law- 
and  order  is  desired  above  everything

which  is  designed  to  prohibit  any  person 
from  practicing  veterinary  surgery  with¬ 
out  being  a  graduate  of  a  regular  veterin¬ 
ary  college.  Re  said  the  bill  bad  been  so 
amended  by  th£  Commit,  tee  on  Agriculture 
that  he  could  scarcely  recognize  it.  How¬ 
ever,  while  it  was  uot  all  that  it  shoeld 
be,  he  thought  it  better  than  nothing,  and 
therefore  asked  for*  its  passage,  the 
friends  of  the  bill  are  the  Veterinary  As¬ 
sociation  who  expected  more  from  this

abamloninent  of  the  Morris  Canal  as 
a  water  highway,  is  a  measure  that 
should  Ire  carefully  )<a>ked  into 
hus  already  created  much  appreheu 
aiou  in  Bloomfield,  where  there 
two  leading  industries  that  w  ni  l  1* 
seriously  damage- 1  •  if  not  ruined 
through  loss  of  the  water  jmwer 
Besides  these --the  Rubl>er  Works 
and  the  Paper  Mill-  there  are  our 
Coal  Yard*  all  of  w  hich,  save  one,  arc 
located  on  the  canal,  from  which  the 
supply  is  obtained.  It  is  assert** 
that  if .  the  bill '  passes  and  tht*.  wate 
is  drawn  off,  the  only  railroad  that 
will  ever  lje  built  over  tbe  route  will 
be  so  much  only  as  will  enable  the 
Lehigh  Valley  R.  R.  Company  t«< 
into  Jersey  City  bv  that  line  from  the 
meadows  and  thus  utilize  the  river 
front.  The  water  drawn  off  and  this 
long' coveted  railway  tide  water  outlet 
established,  the  company,  it  is  thought 
will  make  other  and  more  profitable 
(ise  of  the  canal  bed  than  changing 
to  a  railroad  and  operating  it  for  the 
convenience  of  the  people.  If  the  bill 
is  to  become  a  law,  it  slieuld  distinctly 
provide  that  the  entire  route  V 
verted  into  a  railroad  for  the  aeeoin 
modatiou  of  public  travel  and  trisili' 
and  that  the  canal  be  kept  ili^opera 
tion  until  tbe  railroad  is  built  in  it: 
place.  There  are  hundreds  of  jteople 
whose  business,  if  not  their  projarty 
would  be  ruined  by  even  tlie  temp 
vary  suspension  of  the' canal  traffic.

Will  Boring  Kill  the  Trees? 

(7b  the  Bloomfield  Citizen  : 

In  reference  to  the  treatment  of  the 
Elms  of  Bloomfield  by  the  sulphur 
method,  I  would  like  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  th|nt  this  method  was 
recommended  ,  by  a  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Tribune  some  two 
•  years  ago  in  the  cujuinus  of  that  jour 
B,ll.  J 

Several  mouths  later  it  was  related 
by  another  individual  that  seeing  the 
sulphur  treatment,  recommended,  he 
had  tried  it  thoroughly  \yith  no  other 
effect  than  the  killing  of  his  treesj 
which  he  rather  considered  due  to  the 
boring  process  than  to  the  sulphur 
used  in  filling  thle  holes.  As  the  gen 
tleuien  recommending  the  sulphur 
treatment  states  that  his  experience 
with  it  on  Elm  trees  consisted  of  ouly 
one  tree,  is  that  .sufficient  evidence  to 
warrant  the  risking  of  the  life  of 
large  number  of  Elms— the  property 
of  the  public— upon  our  park  ? 

Is  there  not  reasou  to  suppose  that 
from  tlid  sudden  disappearance  of  the 
pest  last  Autumn,  we  are  likely  to  be 
free  from  its  ravages  the  coining 
son  f  I  for  one  will  spire  ray  Elms 
from  the  ruthless  woodman's  autjer 
\V.  H.  White.

Of  this  uumlx-r,  a  V will  be  s£en,  203 
are  tenement  lious<>s  and  “grocery 
stores,  the  Second,  land  Sixth  Police 
Districts  taking  the' lead,  and,  Accord¬ 
ing  to^  information  I  fixing  ■ the  police 
these  styles’ of  har  rooms\hre  on  the 
increase.  When  tlie  prohibit* »ry  law- 
first  went  into  effect  it  was  almost 
impossible  even  for  men  who  were 
known  to  be  opposed  to  prohibition 
to  obtain  a  glass  o’  liquor,  but  this 
state  of  jliiugs  was  1  if  very  brief  dura 
tion.  Before  the  monfh  of  October 
almost  every  bar  n»  mi  in  the  centre 
of  the  city  was  iu  fi  ll  blast,  the  only 
objection  that  paribus  found  being 
that  they  had  to  any  a  pocketful  of 
ass«  if  ted  pass-keys.  This  his  ted  for  a 
few  months,'  until  about  May  last, 
when  all  pretence  wi  .s  abandoned  and 
the  doors  of  the  several  saloons  were 
boldly  thrown  open,  and  every  visitor 
was  at  once  serve*  with  what  he 
called  for,  without  the  slightest  atten 
tion  being  paid  to  him  or  his  possible 
official  employment.  A  marked  change 
iu  the  working  hours  of  retail  liquor 
sellers  has  been  observed  for. the  past 
six  mouths.  Under  the  license  law 
almost  every  saloon  ifl  town  was  closed 
at  midnight,  and  t  n  Sunday  wet-e 
kept  closed,  there  l  eing  only  a  -  few 
places  where  liquor  cjuld  be  procured 
on  the  Sabbath.  N->w,  on  the  con 
trarv,  90  per  cenrc>fl  the  saloons  are 
open  twenty  four  hours  a  day  fqr  seven 
days  in  the  week,  and  one  prominent 
retail  dealer  informed  a  reporter  that 
his  Sunday  sales  werfe  far  in  excess  of 
his  week  day  sales.  YYliile  the  fore 
going  table  of  statistics  shows  a  ma¬ 
terial  increase  in  thepumber  of  places 
where  liquor  is  sold  over  the  license 


period,  there  has  been  no  material  in¬ 
crease  during  the  past  year  in  the 
number  of  places  Opened,  and  also 
very  few  new  signs  advertising  the 
traffic  have  been  exptsed,  but  most  of 
the  old  signs  have  remained  iu  po¬ 
sition. 

It  has  been  noted  tfliat  even’  time  a 
raid  has  been  made,  either  in  or  out 
of  town,  for  a  few  weeks  the  doors 
of  the  bar  rooms  were  kept  locked 
and  keys  were  once  more  in  requisi¬ 
tion,  but  rarely  were  the  doors  kept 
closed  for  mure  than  two  weeks,  and 
again  the  business  was  carried  on 
openly  and  with  even  greater  defiance 
of  the  law.  According  to  the  state 
nients  of  Chief  of  Police  Child,  the 
business  of  liquor  selling  lias  been 
conducted  quietly  during  the  past 
twelve  mouths,  and  here  has  been 
very  little  complaint  fi  om  persons  liv¬ 
ing  adjacent  to  places  where  liquor  is 
sold,  the  proprietors  appearing  to 
realize  that  even  if  t  ry  dill  openly 
defy  tbe  law,  some  res  :>ect  was  due  to 
public  sentiment. — Providence  Jour • 
nal,  January  2G. 

YVith  the  facts  given  by  the  “.Prov¬ 
idence  Journal”  above  quoted,  would 
it  not  be  better  for  tae  temperance 
cause,  if  the  “Political  Prohibitionists” 
ami  the  good  women  if  the  W.  C.  T, 
U.  who  abet  them,  shot  Id  devote  -their 
energies  to  promoting  the  tegrk  of 
Temperance  Reform  by  moral  sua¬ 
sion,  until  the  majority  tOf  the  citizens, 
at  least,  would  take  enough  interest 
in  a  prohibitory  law  to  see  it  enforced  ? 
Under  our  Republipan  form  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  it,  requires  that  public  senti¬ 
ment  should  sustain  the  lairs,  other¬ 
wise,  disregard  aud  public  violation  of 
law  will  follow — a  thing  for  every 
reason  to  be  avoided,  fbr  the  sake  of 
good  morals  and  social  order..  It  is 
said  that  iu  jBloom field  there  are  8  or 
10  unlicensed  .bar-rooms — groggeries 
where  liquor  is  sold.  Will  not  our 
Prohibition  friends  try  to  suppress 
these, which  are  absolutely  under  their 
control,  if  they  see  tit  4  do  it  ?
